How to postpone peace 

When Israeli Prime Minister Rabin started bis visit to the 
United States two weeks ago. he went around telling everybody 
that Israel could only negotiate with the Arabs from a position 
of strength. He emphasised to the U.S. Congress and people 
that Israel is willing to make peace with the Arabs, but it needs 
to main tain a strong military posture throughout any peace 
negotiations. 

Now that his visit is over, he is back in Israel telling every¬ 
body there that his visit to the U.S. has resulted in promises of 
enough weapons to ensure a real “strengthening” of Israel’s 
armed forces. 

So one asks Mr. Rabin and his arms suppliers: if the 
Israeli military posture is now guaranteed by the United States, 
what can we expect from the promises about entering peace 
negotiations from a position of strength? The Israelis have their 
strength, but will they now step forward and keep their part 
of the deal — to talk peace ? 

No such thing will happen, and -Mr. Rabin never had any 
intention of moving forward with peace talks with the Arab 
states. But it serves Israeli purposes to tell the American peo¬ 
ple that a strong Israel will move quickly towards making peace 
with the Arabs, because this is the kind of vapid talk that sounds 
good on American television. It is, however, hollow talk, and 
yet another in the recent string of Israeli pronouncements 
whose converging purpose has been to put off peace, and not 
to bring it closer. 

We have stated before and we state again that Israeli talk 
about peace negotiations is idle chatter in the wind, because 
the Israelis do not have the fundamental national depth or the 
prerequisite national goals that would allow them to enter 
peace negotiations with any clear idea of what they seek from 
those negotiations. Their purpose is simply to stall, sidetrack 
and sabotage any force that prods them to come to grips with 
who they are and what they want. Until they decide whether j 
they want to be an indigenous state in the Middle East or an 
island outpost of western interests, they will go around talking 
about peace without really understanding what peace means. . 

So what about Mr. Rabin’s promises? He has his arms 
commitments from the United States, coupled with the diplo¬ 
matic support in international forums that is the ancillary factor 
in the strategy of stalemate.. 

There is not much to expect, and less to tell Mr.. Rabin 
himself. But those people who so regularly fall for the Israeli 
i line about negotiating from strength may find it opportune to 
ask the Israeli leadership when these movements towards peace 
are going to move anywhere more substantial than reinforcing 
a garrison state whose national purpose seems to be one big 
military build-up. _

Cancer threat 
causes ban on 
Red Dye 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (R). 
— The U.S. government 
today won a court battle 
permitting it to ban the 
world's most widely used 
colouring in foodstuffs, 
drug and cosmetics. 

Red dye No. 2, used by 
Americans for over 70 
years, has come under sus¬ 
picion as a possible source 
of cancer. It is already 
banned in the Soviet Union. 

The food and drug com¬ 
mittee said the ban would 
take effect on Tuesday 
when a covering regulation 
is published. 

The ban will apply only 
to items produced after it 
is published. Products al¬ 
ready on store shelves win 
not be recalled. 

Food and Drug Commis¬ 
sioner Alexander Schmidt 
announced earlier that the¬ 
re was no solid evidence 
that the dye was a public 
health hazard. 

A recent study by his 
agency where rats were 
fed large amounts of the 
dye resulted in their deve¬ 
loping more tumours than 
those that were not given 
any.
